ver seven mifllon people have seen 

the Munich horticultural show 
since it opened at the end of April. One 
reason is that [OA ‘83, to use its Qer- 
man initials, provides information as 
welî as pleasure. 

There are, for instance, the leaflets is- 
sued by the Horticultural Association. 
They are full of information about 
plants and groups of plants, 

They go into the principles of garden- 
ing and how to jay a garden out, plant- 
ing-and. tending a garden, and special 
kinds of garden and plant-growing.. 

The leaflets convey so much informa 
tion that they are almost a substitute for 
a gardening manual, 

With all the facts they list at your 
command you can go on to take a clo- 
ser look at over 20 gardens laid out to 
cover special topics, 

Many an IGA visitor has camera and 
notebook at the ready to pinpoint do- 
talis of interest, but thio leaflets outiino 
many items of more generally valid ad- 
vice, 

The smaller the garden, the less it 
needs a lawn, Bushes and herbaceous 
borders are expensive but need leas caro

A pebble bed dotted with bushes and 
ornamental grass, neither of which: re- 
quire much water, or a few beds either 
at ground level or slightly çlevated by 
means of cornerstones will give a gar- 
den ample green. :
